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History of the Church of God and Saints of Christ 


Established by Queen Malinda Dora Morris, Newark, New Jersey 


History cannot be reiterated unless we put into perspective the founder, William Saunders 
Crowdy, 

whom we believe to be a Prophet of God. In the early fall of 1900, Prophet Croway, spiritually 
guided, commissioned Sister Elder Malinda Dora Morris to establish a church in Newark, New 
Jersey. He also commissioned her to “Quote (the Gospel) of Jesus” and that she did! 


Sister Elder Malinda Morris entered the city of Newark by Rail and exited at the South Street 
Station. After securing a place to stay and paying her rent, she was left with the sum of fifteen 
cents. Every evening, she could be found preaching at the intersection of West Market Street 
and Springfield Ave. The first Sabbath service was held in her landlord's living room on Arlington 
Street. Alone but yet not alone, this woman prayed her own prayer, sang her song and 
preached. At the turn of the century, this great leader had the tenacity and fortitude to take 
on this all absorbing mission. Jesus said, “Go into the highways and hedges, and compel 
them to come in, that my house may be filled.” That, she did! As the membership expanded, 
Sister Elder Morris rented a storefront (December, 1900) at the intersection of Broome and 
Baldwin Streets to have services. This was the first tabernacle of the Church of God and Saints 
of Christ in Newark, New Jersey. 


In 1906, Sister Elder Morris was ordained as Chief Evangelist and crowned at the Passover 
(Solemnized in Plainfield, New Jersey) by Prophet William S. Crowdy. After being crowned, the 
people, in amazement, gave her the title of "Queen." Thorndike and Barnhart define “queen” 
as ‘a woman who has eminence or authority, a woman who is very stately and attractive.’ 
She exemplified all of the above aforementioned attributes. Therefore, she was distinguished 
in bearing the title of “Queen.” 


Due to the overwhelming political pressure by the Board of Presbytery, Prophet Crowdy was 
forced to relieve Chief Evangelist Morris of her pastoral duties. He removed her from the pulpit 
for one year. During this period, the late Evangelist Fred W. Hamilton (assistant pastor and 
father of the late Bishop Allen W. Hamilton) continued to lead the members in his humble 
manner. 


After a year had passed, Prophet Croway sent for Chief Evangelist Morris (in Washington D.C.) 
and it was there he restored her to the pulpit. His quote was," Go back to your pulpit and stay 
there, until Christ comes.” Her commission was to “quote Jesus,” and that she did! During her 
ministry, it was only through the divine power of God that she was able to fulfill her ministry as 
a humble servant of God. (Healing and miracles were often observed.) 


On August 4, 1908 at 5:00 p.m., the founder of this great organization, Prophet William S. 
Crowady, fell asleep in the home of Queen Morris, 82 Livingston St. It was she who relayed the 
distressing call to the ministerial body of this church. Upon Prophet Crowdy's passing, the 
congregation was supportive of Queen Malinda Morris as she took on all fiduciary responsibilities 
of his burial. He was laid to rest in Woodlawn Cemetery, Newark, New Jersey. Funeral 
arrangements were professionally entrusted to the care of G.F.A. Fred Hamilton, a qualified 
mortician and assisted by his son, the late Bishop Allen Wesley Hamilton. 


In 1908, Queen Morris purchased two lots and construction began on the new edifice at 18- 
20 Lewis Street, Newark, New Jersey. The church moved from Broome Street to Cozy's Hall at 
7 Washington Street. We remained there until our new edifice was erected. The newly erected 
house of worship was completed January 1909 and dedicated to God by Evang. Alexander 
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Taylor. Chief Chorister, St. Roberta Harris led the choir as they marched into their beautiful 
edifice singing, 'His Feet Shall Stand." 


Amidst her happiness there was sorrow. After the demise of the founder, there was a Schism. 
There was unrest and struggle for power among the ministerial body of men. Due to 
miscommunication and the negative attitude toward woman in the ministry, Queen Malinda 
Morris was taken before the court of law, without just cause. As the litigant, she protected 
the interest of the church with one word, Independent. She won the judicial decision. 


Under her leadership, the membership expanded to an estimated number of 500. Her 
outreach ministry was to help fallen humanity. Every Sunday evening, she presented only 
the best of talent. She organized an accapella singing group know as the Choice Five. As 
this was her own select group, it is befitting to acknowledge the names of the original members: 
The late Chief Evangelist Johanna Lewis, Brother Solomon Harris, and St. Marian Harris. In 
later years, the late Evangelist Doc (John) Harris, Jr. replaced his brother Solomon Harris. 
Three members survive this talented group: St. Naomi Chambers Blanchard and St. Roberto 
Harris Malone. Chorister St. Irene Laverne Jones, then known as "Baby Irene" was the featured 
soloist. 


Succeeding Pastors to Queen Morris were: Evangelist Fred Hamilton, Evangelist Robert G. 
Brown, Evangelist Allen W. Hamilton, and Evangelist Doc (John) Harris Jr.; Interim Pastor, 
Evangelist-At-Large John E. Kaiser and our present Pastor, Evangelist Enoch M. Stallings, 
assigned in 1986. 


Since her passing, the trustees purchased another lot in 1951 and built a second edifice that 
is located at 51-53 Jones Street, Newark, New Jersey. Services were held at the Masonic 
Temple Hall on Belmont Avenue until our new edifice was completed. This edifice was 
completed in 1952. The leaders and congregation marched (under the direction of the late 
Chief Chorister St. Johanna Lewis and Chief Shepherd James Smith) from the Masonic Temple 
to the new edifice. The Late Bishop Howard Z. Plummer laid the corner stone and also 
dedicated the House of Worship to God. On June 29, 1963 the mortgage was burned on the 
present edifice. This was a spiritually proud day! Two edifices were built and our debt was 
eradicated. 


In 1986, the Jones Street Tabernacle became a unified body under the leadership of the late 
Executive Officer, Bishop James R. Grant. "Where there's unity, there is strength. 


History prevails and the work of Queen Morris shall stand forever. Her proper perspective was 
in a position of prominence. She was an eminent leader. The Church of God and Saints of 
Christ (Jones St. Tab.) was fortunate to have had six shepherds and numerous associate 
ministers to carry on with the vision. Our seventh shepherd, Pastor, Evang. Stallings is an 
intellectual, gifted and biblical scholar. He is originally from New Haven, Connecticut and is 
serving with distinction. We are a strong, Christ-centered church. With God all things are 
possible and it is our goal to continue to move forward. 


A quote from St. Matthew 20:26 from the Living Bible is apropos: "Anyone wanting to be a 
leader among you must be your servant. And if you want to be right at the top, you must 
serve like a slave. Your attitude must be like my own, for I, the Messiah, did not come to be 
served, but to serve.” Queen Morris was a leader and a servant. These responsibilities caused 
herto taste the bitter with the sweet. However, she led the members on! She was commissioned 
to "Quote Jesus," and that she did! 


Queen Malinda Dora Morris, a great servant of God, established the first Church of God and 
Saints of Christ in the City of Newark, State of New Jersey, in the year 1900.

Prophet William Saunders Crowdy 
1896-1908 


In 1847, a baby boy was born to slave parents, Basil and Sarah Ann Croway, in 
St. Mary's County, Maryland. The baby was named, "Wilson." Wilson would later 
change his name (after escaping the harsh and often brutal treatment of slaves) 
to William Saunders Crowdy. He was lost to his family for forty years. After the 
Civil War, he bought a small farm in Guthrie Oklahoma. Later he moved to Kansas 
City, Missouri, met and married Lovey Yates Higgins. To this union, three children 
were born Mattie Leah, Isaac and August. The family attended a Baptist church 
where he held the position as a Deacon but God had a greater work in store for 
William Crowdy. 


This servant of God was endowed with pre-destined leadership ability and was 
pre-ordained by God. In 1892, God began to work with William but he refused 
to take heed. Years later, acting under what he believed was divine inspiration, 
Crowdy’s unwillingness to obey the voice of God would be changed forever! 
He bowed in humble submission and turned his life over to the Almighty, vowing 
to do His will. The Church of God and Saints of Christ was founded by God's 
servant, William Saunders Crowdy, whom we believe to be a Prophet of God. 
He organized the church in Lawrence Kansas, in 1896. 


Today's pulpits are dignified with elegant furnishings. Its ministers are salaried. 
Prophet Crowdy’s pulpit was an opened, unfurnished street corner and he stayed 
there receiving very little, if any, compensation! He spread the uncompromising 
gospel with clarity and effectiveness and heralded God's wonderful Revelation. 
To those who had been oppressed by servitude, he brought hope. Thus, in a 
span of 12 years, over 200 tabernacles were established in the United States, 
Canada, the Caribbean and the Continent of Africa. 


During this great Ministry, it was Crowdy, who sent Sister Elder Malinda Dora 
Morris (Newark's first pastor) to establish a tabernacle in the city of Newark. It 
was in December, 1900. 


Today, as we commemorate this momentous, once in a lifetime, gala event of 
our one hundredth anniversary, we pause and reflect on the works of God's 
Prophet, William Saunders Сгомау. If it were not for his coming and his vision, we 
wouldn't have had the pleasure of being served by Queen Malinda Dora Morris. 


Prophet Crowdy often frequented Newark, which is America's third oldest major 
City. His presence complemented the city's rich history and culture. He expressed 
the famous quote in Newark. “I have kindled a fire in Newark, that will never go 
out.” God demonstrated His power through his servant, Prophet Crowdy to 
summon a high tide from a low tide ( at Newark Bay) to perform a baptism. 
Prophet Crowdy fell asleep in Newark, August 4, 1908 in the home of Queen 
Malinda D. Morris, 82 Livingston St. He was buried in Woodlawn Cemetery, 
Newark, NJ. 


We thank God for having been given the basic tenets of the Church of God 
Saints of Christ. We're also spiritually proud to be one of the surviving tabernacles, 
personally commissioned to Queen Morris by Prophet Crowdy. That commission 
was to, “establish a tabernacle in Newark and quote the Gospel of Jesus Christ." 
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Queen Malinda Dora Morris 
1900-1937 
Malinda Dora Morris was born to Watts and Elizabeth Carter, April 1867, in 
Danville, Virginia. At an early age, her leadership ability was prevalent. She 


was often found studying the Word of God and praying for the sick. Her ability 
to heal was not of her own but through the power of Jesus Christ. 


In Virginia, her parents instilled in her the need for exhibiting exemplary 
character, respect, and discipline. Possessing these qualities would later be 
tested. As a young adult, Malinda worked in one of the many tobacco 
factories. She married Bishop Matthew Morris and lived happily with their 
adopted daughter, Marion. Malinda was a Baptist Missionary and also an 
ardent Eastern Star member. 


At the turn of the century, the family migrated North. This was an indication of 
her determination stamina and a quest to pursue a better life. She and her 
husband traveled to New York City. While there, she heard of a man (William 
Crowdy) who was preaching a doctrine never heard before. His inspirational 
sermons intrigued her to attend the services for one year. 


In 1899, Sis. Morris joined the Church of God and Saints of Christ in New York 
City. During the annual assembly that convened in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
Sis. Morris received her ministerial credentials from the Church of God and 
Saints of Christ. Prophet Crowdy appointed officers and sent ministers to various 
cities. One of the designated places was Newark, NJ. God’s Prophet 
commissioned her to establish a church in Newark and quote the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. That, she did! 


As time would pass, Prophet Crowdy ordained Sis. Elder Morris to Chief 
Evangelist and placed a crown on her head in 1906. After the ordination, the 
people in amazement gave her the title of "Queen." 


"To God Be the Glory" Malinda preached on the street corners and converted 
souls to come to Christ, established the first tabernacle in Newark, and provided 
the blueprint specifications for the first Newark edifice, completed in 1909. She 
also was a proprietor and provided refuge for widows and orphans. She was 
an entrepreneur, and owned several lucrative businesses. Even though she 
was well known and established as a community activist, she never lost the 
common touch. 


Despite overwhelming circumstances and an all-absorbing mission, Queen 
Morris was undaunted . This female pastor was able to find her way out of life’s 
labyrinth because nature had endowed her with natural leadership abilities, 
strength and talent. She too, was destined to be a leader. More importantly, 
she was a true servant of God. Queen Morris fell asleep, April 24, 1937 in her 
home at 82 Livingston St. 10:00 a.m. She was eulogized by the late Bishop 
Howard Z. Plummer.

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Qrnederich Hamilton was born into slavery, in Memphis, Tennessee 


in the year 1851. His mother was of African descent and lived through the terrible 
evils of slavery, which included separation from her children and the denial of an 
education. 


At a very early age, young Fred entered the military service in the Civil War and 
served as a waterboy; too young to serve as a soldier. After the war, he and his 
family migrated North. Determined to overcome illiteracy, Fred visited the library 
daily and accomplished his goal of becoming literate. His two career paths were 
as a mortician and a goldsmith, respectively. 


Fred's Christian walk began in the slave quarters of Tennessee with his mother and 
other slaves as guides. In this community stories were told and retold, keeping 
alive African traditions as they blended with the European South. 


Upon his arrival in Newark, he joined Bethany Baptist church and became a charter 
member. Later, he would hear the gospel of Jesus Christ, preached by Malinda 
Morris and was compelled (through the spirit of God) to join the Church of God 
and Saints of Christ. 


Upon the death of the founder, Prophet William S. Crowdy, Evangelist Fred Hamilton 
was entrusted with the funeral arrangement, as he was also a well-qualified 
mortician. He loved the church and rose to the rank of Grand Father Abraham, 
assistant pastor and the first succeeding pastor (for one month) after Queen Morris’ 
demise. 

In each capacity, he served well with humbleness and diligence.

1937-1946 


Evangelist Robert С. Brown was born in Kingston Jamaica on October 13, 
1872. As young adults, Robert, his brother, and sister journeyed to the United 
States. Newark, New Jersey became their home away from home. 


As time went on, the family heard the gospel of Jesus Christ (preached through 
Queen Morris) and was compelled by the spirit of God to join the Church of 
God and Saints of Christ. They were faithful members and supportive of the 
work, 


Bob was a very learned gentleman and rose to the rank of Evangelist. He 
spoke the following languages very fluently: German, Hebrew, French, Yiddish, 
Spanish, Latin, and English. Evangelist Bob later met and was joined in Holy 
Matrimony to St. Minnie. They had five lovely children. 


After the passing of Queen Morris, Evangelist Bob accepted the pastorship in 
May 1937. He was a preacher of the gospel and a teacher. The members 
and ministers benefited from these talents. He took the younger ministers under 
his wing and trained them in what we know today as, homiletics. 


In 1946, he resigned due to health reasons. He fell asleep shortly therecfter in 


the month of June. Evangelist Bob was deeply loved and respected by the 
members. He held the banner high! 
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Bishop Allen Wesley Hamilton 


1946-1955-1958-1976 


Bishop Allen Wesley Hamilton was born in Newark, New 
Jersey to Frederick and Laura Hamilton in 1884. As a young 
man Allen attended the James M. Baxter Elementary 
School and completed his secondary education at 
Barringer High School. 


As an industrialist, young Allen built his own Model T. Ford 
in his backyard and a boat at the Passaic River. He was 
also a radio technician, a listener of classical music and a 
piano player. 


Allen was raised with the Lord and joined the Church of 
God and Saints of Christ, under the leadership of Queen 
Morris. Following in the footsteps of his Dad, he too, 
became a minister. As a young minister in the ministry, 
Bishop Hamilton, as he was later known, served as Queen 
Morris’ choice, reader of the scriptures and one of her 
chauffeurs. He served as: Elder, Evangelist, Grand Father Abraham and Bishop. He is 
lovingly remembered by many as Grand Father Abraham. 


Bishop Hamilton assisted his father with the burial of the founder, Prophet Crowdy. He 
would say and display his hands while saying, “These 10 fingers helped to prepare 
the body of Prophet Crowdy.” 


Bishop Hamilton succeeded Queen Morris as the third pastor. His tenure began in 
1946. He humbly relinquished his pastorate in favor of a younger minister in 1955. This 
act showed his gentle spirit and his willingness to let the younger generation carry on 
with the vision. He returned and successfully reinstated his ministry in 1958. Bishop 
Allen Hamilton retired from the pastorate in 1976. 


As a congregation, we spent many Sabbath afternoons listening to his recollections 
of his grandmother's life in servitude. Perhaps these stories served as an inspiration for 
his success in life. Following the examples he set and the ideals he believed in, the 
opportunities we are afforded today, should not be taken for granted. In March of 
1991, Bishop Hamilton was called from labor to reward having received the gift of life 
for 107 years. We will forever remember his countless sermons and teachings. How 
can we ever forget him passionately saying, “Help me, Brother Paul! 


He was married to the late St. Maude and this union was blessed with 5 children. As a 
widower, he later married the late Evangelist Hilda Hamilton. 


We hold up our dear Bishop as a true leader and faithful servant of God. He was truly blessed. 
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Evangelist Dec (John) Harris, Ja. 


1955-1958 


Evangelist Doc (John) Harris, Jr. was born to (Pop) 
Doc Harris Sr. and St. Roberta Harris on March 15, 
1916 п Newark, New Jersey. Evang. Doc like many 
others followed in the footsteps of his relatives in 


the ministry. At an early age, he joined the Church 
of God and Saints of Christ under the leadership 
of Queen Morris, who was also his maternal aunt. 
It was very evident that he would become a 
minister. He favored preaching and studied to 


become a biblicist as opposed to playing. 


His tenure as pastor began in June 1955 until October 1958. Under his leadership, 
the choir performed on the Ted Mack Show, WHBI Radio Station, neighborhood 
churches, and at the Golden Gate in New York City. He also had a street ministry 
and the choir was supportive of his efforts. 


Evang. Harris’ charismatic personality enraptured the congregation to the point 
where 31 souls once came forward when he extended the invitation of 
discipleship. That record to our knowledge has been untouched. 


Today's terminology would describe Evang. Harris as being a dashing and spirited 
preacher.

History has reported many of the great pioneers that have established frontiers, created 
inventions, and even those that fought for world peace. However, there are still many 
unsung heroes that have journeyed down the road less traveled. They chose the 
most that exist important quest and that was to dedicate their lives to Christ. Among 
these unsung heroes were St. Polly Lewis Smith, St. Lee Thomas Lewis, and Chief 
Evangelist Johanna E. Lewis. Because they were bold soldiers for the Lord, we are 
blessed with the fruits of their labor. 


The journey began in 1900 when Saint Polly Lewis Smith heard the calling of the Lord. 
That year she joined The Church of God & Saints of Christ in Newark, NJ under the 
leadership of the late Queen Malinda Dora Morris. Being a mother of 14 children she 
became the root of the family’s spiritual beginning. Despite her Christian example, 
only 6 of her children joined The Church of God and Saints of Christ. Nevertheless, the 
generations would continue in the church for years to come. 


In 1901, St. Lee Thomas Lewis joined the Church of God and Saints of Christ. St. Lee 
was the seventh child of St. Polly. In addition to studying the word of God, he was 
appointed Doorman and greeted all that entered the church with love. As the years 
progressed he served tirelessly in his position. One day a young woman named Laura 
Mabel Smith walked through the very door that St. Lee was holding. At that time 
neither of the two knew they would one day wed. 


St. Laura Mabel Smith moved to New Jersey in 1896 from Raleigh, North Carolina. Prior 
to moving to New Jersey she graduated from St. Augustine College. Following her 
graduation she became a teacher in Mebens, North Carolina. Despite her affluent 
career she found that God was urging her to move north. Thus, the move to New 
Jersey, where she later found her spiritual calling. In April 1909, St. Laura left her 
Episcopalian background and joined the Church of God and Saints of Christ. Her 
intelligent yet humble attitude allowed her to hold many positions in this glorious church. 
Among her positions were: alto singer in the choir, a Sabbath school teacher, Daughters 
Secretary for over 30 years, Clerk in the Dry Goods Store, Private Secretary to Queen 
Morris, and later buyer for the Saints material and regalia supplies for many years. 
One of her greatest milestones was being appointed a Deaconess in 1934. 


St. Lee Thomas Lewis and St. Laura Mabel Smith were both dynamic individuals with a 
quest to follow the teachings of Christ. They were joined in holy matrimony on June 
28, 1910. They were blessed with a loving and peaceful marriage. However, on July 4, 
1915, God in his infinite power saw fit to bless this union with a beautiful daughter 
Johanna Eleanor Lewis. Queen Malinda Dora Morris blessed Johanna. Queen Morris 
predicted that this child would be blessed with great musical and dressmaking talents. 
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The prediction of Queen Malinda Morris came to fruition. St. Johanna's talents rapidly 
developed. By the age of 11 years old, she was a valued member of the Adult Choir. 
Shortly following she was baptized by Evangelist (Pop) Doc Harris, Sr., at the age of 12 
years old. Her musical talents were astounding and clearly a gift from God. By the age 
of 19 years old St. Johanna Eleanor Lewis was elevated to Chief Chorister of the Church 
of God and Saints of Christ. During her years as Chief Chorister she composed and 
arranged over 100 songs while simultaneously managing the voices of 50 or more choir 
members. In addition to her responsibilities as Chief Chorister, she organized the “Choice 
Five”. This became one of the most prominent vocal groups of the Church of God and 
Saints of Christ during 1930's through the 1950's. During these years she had the vision to 
share the talents of the choirs she directed with radio and television. Some of the programs 
that they appeared on were as follows: Anna Tuell-Eli Wagner (W.H.B.I.), The Ted Mack 
Hour (C.B.S.-1.V.), various local and network radio shows. During the WWII, The Choice 
Five entertained troops at Fort Dix. 


Chief Johanna dedicated her life to God and serving his church. Some of the other 
positions that she held in the Church of God and Saints of Christ were as follows: church 
clerk, historian, secretary of the Trustee Board, Charitable Daughter, Publication 
Committee Chairperson, Tabernacle Chairperson. In 1960 Evangelist Doc (John) Harris, 
Jr. appointed her Chief Evangelist of the Elder Daughters. Throughout all of her 
accomplishments in the church, she was blessed with а beautiful baby girl on November 
24, 1940. Chief Johanna Lewis named her daughter Cassandra Elaine Nelson. 


Today St. Cassandra Elaine Banks is carrying on the legacy of her family as the Grand 
Storehouse Mistress of the Church of God and Saints of Christ. She and her children serve 
as reminders of the footprints that were left by their ancestors. They strive to carry on the 
spirit of determination and thankfulness to God as their forefathers have done.
